FERSON CITY, Feb. 11.—Dry 
are planning to defeat th2 Business 
Men’s League home rule bills at the 


sacrifice of all important legislation. 
Gov. Major’s pet measures will not be 
spared. War is to be declared on legis- 
lators taking a stand for home rule by 
placing a boycott on the bills they have 
introduced. 
Representative E. C. Orr of Livings- 
ton County, floor leader of the Demo- 
cratic majority in the House, has been 
singled out for special attack because of 
his friendliness to home rule fot St. 
Louis. 
The legislative plan of the prohibition 
forces was hatched at a star cnamber 
caucus of “‘dry’’ members in the apart- 
ments of Representative Thomas J. Ro- 
ney on the top floor of the Madison 
Hiotel. Besides Roney, others in at- 
tendance included Representatives 
Charles M. Hay of Callaway County, 
J. W. McKnight of Gentry, E. L. Moore 
of Barton and Charles J. Wright of 
Springfield. 

Four-Hour Secret Session, 
The meeting, which was condueted 
with the greatest secrecy, lasted from 
8 o’clock last night until after midnight. 
The legislators who were present sSvl- 
emnly pledged themselves to several 
propositions, which, if carried out, may 
bring disaster on Gov. Major’s adminis- 
tration. After discussing ways and 
means to ‘‘embarrass’’ those Democrats 
who had taken a position in support of 
their party platform on home rule, the 
Business Men’s League bills were taken 
up. _ 
“Why not advocate the elective, in- 
stead of the appointive, system for the 
Police and Excise Commissioners and 
put the friends of these measures in the 
hole at once?’ suggested «Har. T° 
Democrati¢ platform declares strongly 
in favor of the elective system.” 
“But, suppose the opposition should 
accept the proposition to enact an elect- 
ive home rufe bill, where would that 
leave it?’ put in Wright of Springfield. 
“Well, I guess we will abandon that 
plan,” said Hay, and the discussion then 
proceeded along other lines. 
It’ finally was decided that each of 
those present should endeavor to induce 
at least five of his fellow members to 
bolt the Democratic joint caucus sched- 
uled for Wednesday night to consider 
the home rule bills. 
It was the judgment of some of those 
at the meeting, and all of them were 
Democrats, that Chairman Orr should 
be requested to call a special House 
caucus Tuesday night. This proposition 
precipitated an interesting conversation 
relative to Representative Orr and the 
bfls he has introduced. 

Want Unit Bill Passed. 
After Orr had been hauled *over the 
legislative coals the star chamber de- 
cided that the House lewder would not 
be embarrassed by anything they might 
do and it was better therefore to defer 
action unti] after the joint caucus. Hay 
then began calling the roll of members 
from a carefully prepared pamphlet, 
showing the ‘‘wets’’ and “drys,”’ the 
‘“‘nrohibitionists’’ and the “‘ultra-conserv- 
atives.”’ 
The totals indicated the “drys” had a 
majority of the House, with 14 Repub- 
lican members counted in. The opinion

LOSES FINGER ON 
P IN STORM 


Abandons Trip, Hurries Here to 
Save Two Others Crushed « 
by Swinging Window. 

Oliver L. Garrison, president of the 
Big Muddy Coal and Iron Co., and a 
director of the Merchants-Laclede Bank, 
is recovering at his home, #06 West- 
minster place, from an unusual acci- 
dent, which caused the removal of one 
of his fingers by the surgeon of a ship 
nearing Havana, Cuba, and caused Gar- 
rison to abandon an extensive cruise and 
hasten back @ St. Louis for expert med- 
ical attention, to save two more fingers. 

Garrison was one of several! St. Loula- 
ans who departed for a trip to the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone by way of Cuba and 
other points in the West Indies and 
Central America. 

Just before the island of Cuba was 
sighted, a violent squall swept over the 
sea and a blinding rain accompanied 
the high winds. Garrison ran to the 
porthole of his stateroom to close ‘t, 
and while he was trying to do so, the 
porthole window, swinging back aud 
forth furiously in the Fr weaugh* 
nis left hand.. The tips of two finge:s 
were crushed and a third finger was 
so badly mangled that it had to be 
removed at once. 

On arriving at Havana, Garrison 
boarded the next steamer for the Un't- 
ed States and hurried to St. Louls.

Captain’s Diary, Kept Up in

\DESPAIRING RECORD 


KEPT IN LAST HOURS 


| Wrote of - “Cold Beyond 


Imagination,” Said He Had 
No Regrets for Own Sake 
and Appealed for Depend- 
ents Who Were Lett. 


LONDON, Feb. 11.—The _ tragic 
story of how Capt. Robert Falcon 
Scott and four members of his Brit- 
ish Antarctic expedition perished of 
cold and hunger in the _ desolate 
South Polar wilderness, after hav- 
ing reached the pole and returned to 
within eleven miles of a supply 
camp, is told by Capt. Scott himself 
in a diary which he wrote up to 


the very énd ‘until death stilled his 
| fingers. The diary; perhaps the most 


tragic human document that ever 
came out of the polar wilds, was 
found by a rescue party in the tent 
where the dead bodies of Capt. Scott 
and his companions were discovered, 


eight months after they had died. 

Capt. Scott and the four men made up 
the party that made the final dash to 
the pole from the last base of supplies. 
The entire expedition, of more than 530 
men, was rot lost, as at first reported, 
most:of the members having remained 
at the supply bases. 

In the diary Capt. Scott tells how he 
and .his companions reached the pole 
Jan. 18, 1912, only to find that Capt. 
Amunhdsén's Norwegian expedition had 
pianted the flag of another country 
there, and left ¢n a hut the records of 
its: victory. He tells how one of the 
five, weakened by exposure, fell on the 
ice and suffered injuries that caused 
rie death, and how another, whose 
hands and feet were frcestbitten, strug- 
sled for days to reach camp, and fin- 
ally walked.from. the tent-out into a 
Lifgzdrd “to die. believing the others 
could save their lives if he were out 
ot the way. 

Body of Hero Never Fouad. 

The hero never was seen again by 
the thrée surviving members of the 
His body was 
not found by -the rescue party, 

The discovery was -made Nov. 12. 
nearly eight months after the diraster, 
by a searching party of 11 members, in 
two divisions, which left. Cape Evans 
Oct. 3%, provisioned for three months. 
They found One-Ton Camp in order, 
and provistoned, then, proceeding along 
the southern route, they sighted Capt. 
Scott’s tent. In. i.they found his body 
and the bodies of Dr. Wiison and Lieut. 
Bowers, and the records telling of the 
deaths of Evans and Oates. 

The members of the searching party 
were Surgeon Atkinson, Garrard and 
Demetri, with the dog teams, in the 
first division, and in the second division, 
Wright, Nelson, Gran, Lashley, Crean, 
Williamson, Keohane and Hooper, with) 
seven Indian mules. Wright's diviston 
first sightéd Scott's tent. _ 

With hands and arma weakened by 
hunger and benumbed by cold, Capt. 
Scott recorded the struggies of him- 
self and his living companions itn try- 
ing to reach food and fuel, and how a 
terrthle blizsard, known to have 
lasted mine days, caught and held 
them only 11 miles from One Ton 
Camp, where an abundance of every- 
thing they meeded awaited them. 

The last entry in the diary was 
made March 29, and Capt. Scott there 
expresses the belief that no human 
beings ever went through such hard- 
ships as he and his companions suf- 
fered in the month preceding that 
date. The diary closes with the 
declaration that the commander and 
his two companions will die cour- 
ageously and not regretfully, as mar- 
tyre to science, and with a plea that 
those dependent upon the five mem- 
bers of the party be provided for by 
their countrymen.

Evans died a natural death. It 
shook the party’s morale as well as 
causing a delay. 

Almost at the end. on the barrier, 
the greatest surprise awaited the 
daring explorers. The weather was 
cold beyond imagination, Capt. Scott 
wrote. “No one in the world 
would have expected the temperature 
and surface that we encountered at 
this time of the year.” 

The temperature ranged from minus 
20 to minus 30 in latitude 85 degrees 
to 86 degrees, 

Efforts had previously been made by 
searching parties to meet the returning 
explorers. In the beginning of March, 
1912, Cherry Garrard and Demetri, who 
were attached to the Western party 
under Dr. Atkinson, set out southward 
with two dog teams in the hope of 
meeting Scott and his companions, who 
were expected to reach Hut Point about 
March 10. On March 2 they reached 
One Ton Depot, near which Scott, Wil- 
gon and Bowers succumbed 19 days later. 
After waiting until Marth 10, they were 
obliged to return, chiefly owing to the 
searcity of food for the dogs. The 
weather was excessively severe and the 
dogs, in an impoverished condition, suf- 
fered severely. 

By the time, Hut Point was reached, 
the dogs, almost without exception, were 
frost bitten and so exhausted that they 
were temporarily useless for further 
team work. Cherry Garrard was suffer- 
ing from an over-strained heart, while 
his mate also was ill. 

Neither Atkinson nor Evans accom- 
panied this party, Evans being down 
with scurvy and Atkinson having to 
remain with him.

Enforcement of Call Price Be- 
tween Trading Days Called 
Sherman Law Violation. 





By Associated Press, 
CHICAGO, Feb, i1.—Prosecutions of 
the: Chicago Board of Trade for viola- 
Ftion of the Sherman anti-trust law in 


fixing the price of foodstuffs, has been 
ordered, by Attorney-General Wicker- 
{ sham, dacording to the Tribune today, 
It is said the proceedings will be insti- 
tuted in a bill in equity to be filed in 
the Federal District Court today or to- 
morrow. . 
’ The big grain exchange is to be ar- 
raigned for fixing what is known as the 
“eall price’ of grain each day at the 
Close of trading. Under a rule of the 
boari which had been in existence for 
many years, no broker is permitted to 
deal in grain at any but the “call” 
price from the closing of the exchange 
one day until the opening™ of trading 
the next day. 

. Price Fixed for 21 Hours. 
The result of this rule is the fixing 
of the price of grain during a periéd of 
about twenty-one hours each day. 

Only during about three hours of trad- 
ing is the price subject to fluctuations. 
The penalty for violation of this rule 
by any broker is suspension from the 
privilege of the board. or expulsion. The 
consequence of this is that violations 
are few. 
The Government's contention will be 
that the naming of a call price to gov- 
ern deals in grain for 21 hours each 
day, suppresses the natural competi- 
tion that otherwise would exist and re- 
sults in an artificial inflation of the 
cost of foodstuffs to the ae 


Like Butter Prosecut 
It is said the principle of Hse proceed- 


ings is the same as that of the Govern- 
ment against the Chicago Butter and 
Ege Board to compel that organization 
to cease fixing the prices on these com- 
mddities through a Quotation Commit- 
tee.

Skirmishers Discover 70 Sticks 
of Explosive in Time to 
Save Load of Troops. 


By Associated Preas, 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., Feb. 11.—A 
plot to blow up a troop train carrying 
hundreds of State troops into the coal- 
strike districts was discovered just in 
time to avoid disagter today by skir- 
mishers sent out ahead of the train, 
who found 70 sticks of @ynamite, capped 
and fused and placed at mepuiar inter- 
vals along the track. 

The skirmishers Devt VES ‘soon after the 
start with a ‘body of armed rioters sta- 
tioned in underbrush, and, without firing 
a shot, captured 19 of them, including 
J. F. Parsons, Socialist candidate for 
the Legislature from Kanawha County 
and long known as a leader. among the 
miners in the Cabin Creek country. 

Bullets rained until daylight on Muck- 
low and Standard, said reports from 
those towns. 

The mountains surrounding them still 
are filled with armed men, but the force 
of deputy sheriffs and mine guards at 
these places was so small that no move 
could be made to: dislodge the attacking 
parties. 

For the third time in the history of 
West Virginia martial law is in effect. 
Portions of four counties today are in 
control of the State militia following 3 
battle yesterday between the striking 
miners of the Kanawha coal fields and 
deputy sheriffs, railroad officers and 
mine guards. 

In a clash near Mucklow 16 persons 
were killed and probably two score in- 
jured. Twelve of the dead were miners 
and four were State officers. 

Five companies of State militia ordered 
last night by the Governor reached the 
strike zone before midnight. A sixth 
company was on the way due to reach 
the troubled district some time this 
morning. 

Adjutant-General Elliott, with a pro- 
visional regiment of five companies, 
moved out from Paint Creek Junction, 
two being sent to the Cabin Creek dis- 
trict where trouble was expected and 
three, under command of Major Thomas 
DB. Davis, taking the road to’ M 'ck- 
low. Orders were issued to drive armed 
men out of the district. 

State Constabulary Likely. 

One result of the outbreak, it was 
stated, would be the introduction into 
the Legislature of a bill providing for a 
State constabulary to deal with such 
emergencies, the opinion being that if an 
adequate force of trained men had been 
on guard the fighting would not have 
occurred. This bill was presented to the 
Military Committee recently and voted 
down. 

Trouble in the mine district began in 
April, 1912. Since that time the militia 
twice has invaded the Paint and Cabin 
Creek districts of Kanawha County. 
The first time martial law was declared 
at an end, but within a week afterward 
the troops were ordered back into the 
strike territory because of rioting and 
bloodshed. They were withdrawn grad- 
ually, and the sécond proclamation of 
martial law never was lifted. Since 
last Friday almost a condition of an- 
archy has prevailed at Paint and Cabin 
Creeks. Passenger trains on the Ches- 
«#peake & Ohlo Railroad have been sub- 
jected to fire, mine guards shot, and at- 
tempts made to apply the torch to the 
property of the various coal companies 
in the two districts. 
Last Saturday, after a reign of terror 
in the strike district, Gov. Glaascock 
prepared to bring the situation before 
the Legislature. This, however, was not 
done, and Sunday telegraph wires into 
the troubled zone were cut, and the 
mine districts left isolated. It was re- 
ported Sunday night that Gov. Glass. 
cock would appear before the Legisla- 
ture Monday and insist that some ac-~ 
tion Be taken. Before this could be 
done, a body of miners, marching from 
the mountains toward Mucklow, was 
met by a force of mine guards, deputy 
sheriffs and railroad officers. The two 
forces opened fire, and the miners drove 
the officers back. Reinforcements ar- 
rived for the officers, but the miners 
had taken up guerilla warfare, and the 
authorities steadily retreated. It is 
said the miners numbered from 3000 to 
4000 men, who were concealed in the 
mountains. : 
Rapid-Fire Gums Used. 
At midnight it was learned that rapid- 
fire guns of the authorities had killed 
12 miners, while only four of the offi- 
cers were killed. The # injured wére 
scattered over a territory of 15 square 
miles, A number are said to be fatai!y 
hurt. It is rumored today 15 miners 
were killed.

The proposed increase. which the 
Interstate Commerce Commission has 
Suspended until April 1, is from 1 to 


4 cents a hundred pounds on all hard-’ 


wood lumber from the South to points 
west of the Mississippi River. 
Charles E. Thomas, chairman of 
the traffic committee of the Lumber- 
men's Exchange of St. Louis, has em- 
ployed Attogney Harold R. Small to 
represent the lumbermen before the 
commission. Thomas, with Secretary 
George McBlair, and representatives 
of the lumbermen’s associations of 
Memphis, Catro, Alexandria, Pine 
Bluff and other Southern points, has 
been in conference with Small for 
several days getting the case ready 
for presentation to the commision. 
The lumbermer will contend that pres- 
ent rates are too high, and demand a de- 
crease. The principal raflroads which 
have made application with the commis- 
sion for an increase are the Iron Moun- 
tain, Frisco, Cotton Belt and Rock Is- 
land. : 
If the increase in rates is granted it 
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| will increase the lumber cost to Western 
consumers not less than $15,000,000 a 
year, according to statistics compiled by 
Secretary McBlatr. 

“The increase will be so great that the 
manufacturers and dealers will have to 
pass it on to the consumers,” said Mc- 
Blair. “‘That.means big increases in the 
operating expenses of the box factories, 
lumber factories and other industries us- 
ing large quantities of hardwood lumber. 

“Thére is such a vast amount of evi- 
dence to be presented to the commission 
against this proposed increase that the 
taking of testimony probably will not be 
completed before nine or ten months. 
The lumbermen likely will ask for furth- 
er suspension of the rates, pending the 
final result of the hearing.”’

THE SUBWAY AMENDMENT. 

By adopting the right kind of a charter St. 
Louis can probably exercise the power fo build 
a subway and issue bonds for the purpose, which 
Senator Phillips’ resolution proposes to embody 
‘in the constitutional amendment. 

If a constitutional amendment enabling cities 
to build and operate public utilities and to issue 
bonds therefor is to be submitted, it should em- 
brace all cities and all public utilities. The 
whole subject of municipal ownership and oper- 
a should be covered in the amendment. 
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The reflections President -Madero is entertain- 
ing as to Felix Diaz, whose life he spared after 
the Vera Cruz uprising, are seid hardly to be 
suitable for publication. 
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MUNICIPAL UTILITIES. 
The clause in the Public Utility Commission 
bill forbidding cities to build or operate public 
utility plants for other than municipal purposes, 
fcllows closely the New York law. But the merit 
of the clause as it is written is not affected by 
this fact. ) 

In calling it a “joker” the Post-Dispatch, of 
course, had no idea of questioning the motives of 
the men responsible for the measure. The word 
was intended to suggest the practical effect it 
might have on the power of cities to build, own 
and operate public utilities. 

The willingness of the Senate and House sub- 
committee to amend the clause proves the excel- 
lent disposition of the legislators in charge of the 
bill. 

We believe it would be wise to give the Public 
Utility Commission power to regulate municipal 
utilities, to see that they are properly handled 
and that the people of the cities owning and 
operating plats get efficient management and 
fair rates. We believe that the commission 
should have power to prevent the useless and 
wasteful duplication of public utility plants. It 
would be manifestly unjust and unwise for cities 
to- build and opérate competitive plants to de- 
stroy the property of franchised corporations. 
To cover this point the cities should have the 
power to purchase, on a fair appraisement, and 
operate or lease existing public utilities. The 
new Ohio Constitution enables cities to do this, 
and to issue bonds for the purchase of existing 
plants. 

If the clause which the Post-Dispatch criticized 
is intended merely to prevent duplication, it is 
unfortunately. worded. In putting it in the power 
of the commission to restrain cities from useless 
duplication of plants, it should empower them to 


In such cases the appraisement might be put in 
the hands of the commission. 

The object of the Post-Dispatch is to prevent 
the possible tying up of cities by a commission 
which may be opposed to municipal ownership 
and operation of public utilities, or which may be 
under the influence of public utility corporations. 
Cities should have the broadest powers in respect 
to public utilities consistent with justice to cor- 
porations operating under franchise grants.

THE PLANT IN THE BOTTLE. 
From the Indiana Farmer. 

One of the very unusual sights at the 
Rothamétead experiment station, in En- 
giand, is a fern growing inside a her- 
metically sealed bottle. In one of his 
letters, Prof. Alfred Vivian of the Ohio 
College of Agriculture, who is making a 
tour of the world, describes this strar 
occurrence: “Ever since the station 
started over 73 years ago, they have 
each year taken samples of soil. These 
samples are placed in bottles and sealed 
for future reference. One sample of soi! 
taken 35 years ago was placed in a 
large bottle. The bottle, which was 
about two-thirds full, was sealed tizht 
with sealing wax. A short time after- 
ward a little fern started to grow in the 
bottle, and has been alive and grow- 
ing ever since. For % years it has con- 
tinued to live and carry on all the life 
processes, although hermetically sealed 
in the bottle. What an unusual example 
that is of the cycle of carbon and oxy- 
gen in plant growth! Apparently the 
fern ts thriving perfectly, and may con- 
tinue to do so for a long time if no ac-

Our Government in the Philippines 1s 
erecting new reinforced concrete Capi- 
tol Buildings in nearly all the provinces 
forming the Philippine archipelago. As 
there are nearly half a hundred of these 
provinces which correspond in a small 
way to our states, the magnitude of 
the undertaking may be easily imag- 
ined. When the United States took 
charge of the islands most of the prov- 
incial buildings were found to be in a 
bad state of repair. Many of them were 
built decades ago, and, as the material 
was generaliy of limestone or hardwood, 
the process of decay was rapid. Of 
course, the leading provinces—those that 
could best afford new provineilal homes 
—undertos0k new construction before the 
others. But where the provincial has 
not been able to meet the expenditures 
the insular government has stepped in 
to help out. The buildings are not only 
constructed to withstand time and the 
elements, but they are handsomely de- 
signed and elaborately equipped. La 
Laguna, a province near Manila, was 
one of the first to build a new capitol, 
and since then many other provinces 
have followed suit, many of them out- 
doing La Laguna’s building tn size and 
appearance. The result will be to set.

The reason we spend so much time 
in the dental chair and so much 
money for toothbrushes is merely 
that our diet is too refined. Nature 


form of vegetables, cereals, fruits and 
nuts. Especially the fresh vegetables 
which may be eaten uncooked—these 
not only brush the teeth but feed 
them. Such are celery, lettuce, raw 
cabbage, onions, radishes and the 
like. 

We are unduly fond of machine- 
masticated, predigested, denaturized 
food. We devote too much time to 
brushing our teeth and too little to 
exercising them. Our great mills 
grind extensively, but they grind ex- 
ceedingly fine. In fact, they carefully 
remove the layer of lime and phos- 
phorus which lies next the hell of 
the kernel of the wheat and offer us 
a devitalized, constipating apology for 
bread flour which is neither fit to 
masticate nor worth the effort. More 
than 90 per cent of the enamel of 
teeth is lime phosphate, but our “civ- 
ilized” diet cheats us out of this vital 
tooth tonic. The “staff of life” is not 
what it was cracked up to be in the 
days of the nether millstone.

FACTS ON ALLEGED 
CONSUMPTION CURE 


Complete Data on Friedmann’s 
Claim Will Soon Be 
Published. 





BASIC SECRET WITHHELD 


German Scientist Says He Dis- 
covered a “‘Virulent Race of 
Tubercules. ”’ 





WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Translations 
of Dr. Frederick Friedmann’s state- 
ments regarding his new system of 
treating tuberculosis furnished to Cori- 
gress through Consul General Thack- 
era, at Berlin have been completed by 
the State Department and the complete 
data procured at the request of Con- 
gress will soon be published. 

Dr. Friedmann’s ad¢cress did not give 
the secret of his new remedy, which js 
understood to be serum derived from 
“‘eold-blooded’”’ animals. Aecurding to of- 
ficial reports, he wi!) not make this 
known until he is prepared to furrish 
it to physicians. In his description of 
his search for a tuberculosis serum, 
and the method of applying his new 
remedy, which he elaimied had been 
tried on more than 1:82 persons. Dr. 
Friedmann said he ¢Ciscoverei a “viru- 
lent race of tubercles.” They were .0t 
then suited to use in man, but he suc- 
ceeded after long experiment in com- 
pletely changing their character. 

Dangers of baccilli becoming virulent 
after being injected into the human body 
were removed. Dr. Friedmann said, by 
long cultivation of germs. 


Trieg Serum on Himeelf. 
“Finally I repeatedly injected it into 


myself,’””’ he continued, “then initio tu- 
berculosis patients, then into consump- 


tive children and finally, when the suc- 


tessful -therapentic results continued to 
be confirmed (which was a long time 
afterward) into children by way of 
prophylactic inoculation.” 

Dr. Friedmann did not enter a de- 
scription of his preparation into the re- 
port which is to be published by Con- 
gress. 

“The preparation proved perfectly 
harmiess in large doses and however 
applied,” he said. 

“The treatment consists of intramus- 
cular incorporation inoculating once, 
twice or three times, seldom oftener, 
and repeated at long intervals. An infil- 
trate must form at the place of injection; 
this infiltrate should be from the size of 
a walnut to that of a small apple and 
will gradually disappear in the course 
of the next few weeks or months. As 
long as this tissue exists, and during its 
gradual absorption, the healing will go 
on. 


Describes Effect of Serum. 
“Only if, and as long as the injected 


substance is completely absorbed, and 
remains in the body do the healing ef- 
fects appear most striking; as a rule 
this occurs very soon and the healing 
then progresses steadily. We often see, 
under: the influence. of a single injec- 
tion, bone and joint fistulas of long 


Mistanding become clean and close; big, 
ithard glandular tumors diminish consid- 


erably in size; tubercular abscesses flat- 


tten down and cicatrize; chronio scrofu- 


lous eczema heals permanently, and, 
last but not least, pulmonary consump- 
tives lose all their troubles and physi- 
cal symptoms of disease.” 

Dr. Friedmann admitted In his speech 
that with some patients the resorption 
of the substance is not complete, and 
that it becomes useless to give a new in- 
jection. In many of these cases, he said, 
he had failures.
